Estimate Board’s Pro- 
posals to Include at 
Least $1,500,000 of 
New Outlays Listed by 
Mayor as Needed. 


Ten members of the Board of 
Aldermen, polled by~a_ Post- 
Dispatch reporter today and last 
evening, made expressions favor- 
able to Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann’s municipal income tax pro- 
posal; 10 voiced outright opposi- 
tion, and eight said they wished 
to study the matter further. Fif- 
teen votes, a majority of the 
board, will pass any tax measure. 

The income tax proposal, for a 
levy of one-half of 1 per cent on 


individual gross incomes and cor- 
poration net incomes, was the in- 
dispensable item of the Mayor's 
revenue program, set forth in the 
annual message which he read to 
the aldermen yesterday. It was 
estimated by him to provide $7,- 
500,000 a year, “while the three 
other measures which he suggest- 
ed had a total estimated yield of 
—_ pian He listed needs 
e coming year as requirin 
$5,645,672 over the caleeesan yield 
of present taxes, 
Next Meeting April 29. 

The board’s next meeting is set 
for April 29. The Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment probably 
will send the 1946-47 budget to the 
aldermen before that time. It 
will include at least $1,500,000 of 
the $5,645,672 listed by ;the Mayor 
as being needed to meet needs 
of the coming fiscal year. It will 
provide $1,000,000 for the prospec- 
tive deficit at the approaching 
end of the year 1945-46, and $500,- 
000 to meet an expected manda- 
tory increase in Police Depart- 
ment salaries. 

Other items in the Mayor’s list 
of requirements, which will have 
to be provided by special appro- 
priation, if at all, are: Restora- 
tion of city services curtailed in 
wartime, $1,000,000; rubbish col- 
lection and rat control, $1,000,000; 
payroll increases for 7700 city 
employes, $1,511,496; and setting 
up retirement plan for city em- 
ployes, $634,176.

TRUMAN SAYS HE WON’T ASK 
HANNEGAN TO QUIT PARTY JOB 


Press Conference Is Told That President’s 
Rebuke of Navy Lobby Was Due to 
Action of Adm. Merrill.

WASHINGTON, April 17—Presi- 
dent Truman, in press confer- 
ence which covered ‘a wide range 
of topics, categorically denied to- 
day that he would ask Democratic 
National Chairman Robert E. Han- 

negan of St. Louis to resign. 
The question came up in an in- 
terchange about the House Demo- 
cratic caucus scheduled for today 
at which some Southern Demo- 
crats are expected to demand that 
Hannegan be ousted because of 
recent “errors” at Democratic na- 
tional headquarters, the latest be- 
ing a letter sent to congressional 
districts, including those now rep- 
resented by Democrats, telling 
them to nominate “strong” candi- 
dates. 

Asked if he intended to seek a 
new national chairman, the Presi- 
dent replied emphatically that he 
did not. He stated that he liked 
Mr. Hannegan. He added that the 


selection of a chairman was up to 


the national committee. 


The President’s statement did 
not quash reports that Hannegan 
will resign the national chairman- 
ship. He has repeatedly com- 
plained in private that his dual 
job of National Chairman and 
Postmaster General is too much 
for one man and that he wanted 
to do a good job in the Post Office 
department. At present he is in 
Arizona to build up his health. 

The President again denounced 
the Navy lobby against his armed 
forces merger policy. 


He said that this Navy propa- 
ganda was going on all over the 
world and that he had been stirred 
up to make his statements last 
week by an interview given by the 
admiral in command of _ the 
Hawaii station. He thought this 
admiral’s name was Melville.

REDS PUSH DELP 
INTO CHANGCHUN, 
FALL EAPEGTED 


Gen, Marshall Returns to 
China for Peace Talks 
With Embattled Fac- 


tions,

PEIPING, April 17 (AP)—The 
fall of Changchun, capital of Man- 


churia, to an overwhelming force 
of Communist troops, was forecast 
at Chinese-American truce head- 
quarters today as China hopefully 
greeted the arrival of Gen. George 
C. Marshall in Peiping. 

Latest dispatches reported Com- 
munist forces had penetrated deep 
into Changchun, seized its rail- 
way station, and disrupted com- 
munications formerly controlled 
by government forces. 

Peiping observers doubted that 
Government troops there would 
hold out three more days. In 
Chungking, officials estimated the 
Government’s new First Army 
would require at least a week to 
push from newly seized Szepingkai 
north to Changchun against Com- 
munist harassment, The army 
was moving afoot, with mules 
hauling its American equipment, 

Marshall’s Return. 

Marshall flew here from Tokyo, 
where he conferred yesterday with 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. He re- 
turned from Washington con- 
ferences with President Truman to 
try to enforce the peace agree- 
ment he negotiated in January, 
but which was disregarded after 
he left for the United States. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Tom Masterson, one of five Amer- 
ican correspondents isolated in 
Changchun by battle, reported the 
Reds had captured the capital’s 
only railroad station. That gave 
them transportation for supplies 
and for reinforcements, should 
they decide they need the latter, 
They have about 40,000 soldiers in 
the area, opposed: by some 4000 
Government troops and a home 
guard force—the Peace Preserva- 
tion Corps (PPC)—of doubtful 
value. 

A Mukden dispatch to the Gov- 
ernment newspaper New Life in 
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Momentous Issue; Shall U.S. Give 
Women Extra Inch on Skirts? 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
—If it gives women’s skirts an 
inch, ponders the Government, 
will they take a foot? And, if so, 
will it bring on depression? 

This is the momentous issue now 
before the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration, which decides such 
things as how many buttonholes 
and pockets a woman gets these 


days. 

Women’s skirts, normally as skit- 
tish as a stock market, have been 
hanging around the same length 
for four years now. All on ac- 
count of a dictum known in gov- 
ernment circles as L-85, 

L-85 says, for instance, that the 
dress of a size 16 miss shall meas- 
ure 43% inches from back of the 
neck to hemline. Women—sizes 7 
to the upper 40s—found their war- 


time dresses had little leeway be- 
low a modest knee. 
CPA got its postwar problem 


when it called in advisers recently 
to give L-85 a once-over. Every- 
body was satisfied but the women’s 
dress committee. 

If the order must stay, said 
the committee, at least give every 
American woman a one-inch mar- 
gin on her skirt, 

With the one-inch issue squarely 
before them, CPA's experts (male) 
in the women’s dress division are 
grappling with these questions: 


(1) Will one inch lead to an- 
other? 

(2) If 53,000,000 American women 
take an inch apiece, how many 
miles of cloth will they use? 

(3) Is it true what they say 
about women’s skirts—that when 
they are high we are prosperous; 
when they are down, so is the 
country?

POLAND DEMANDS 
MEMBERS OF UN 
BREAK RELATIONS 
NOW WITH SPAIN 


Charges 100,000 Nazi 
and Vichy Militiamen 
Are in Country, That 
German Atom Expert 


Is at Work.

NEW YORK, April 17 (AP)— 
Poland today demanded that the 
United Nations break diplomatic 
relations with the Government of 


Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
of Spain. 


In a lengthy indictment of the 
Franco Government before the 
U.N. Security Council, the Polish 
delegate, Dr. Oscar Lange, indi- 
rectly called on the Spanish 
people themselves to overthrow 
Franco. 

He accused Franco of being a 
threat to peace and of harboring 
German scientists, some of whom, 
he said, might be working on 
atomic energy. 

After marshaling his charges 
against. Spain, Lange proposed 
that the Council adopt the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“The Security Council declares 
that the existence and activities 
of the Franco regime in Spain 
have led to international fric- 
tion and endangered internation- 
al peace and security. 

“In accordance with the au- 
thority vested in it under Ar- 
ticles 39 and 41 of the Charter, 
the Security QOouncil calls upon 
all members of the United Na- 
tions who maintain diplomatic 
relations with the Franco Gov- 
ernment to sever such relations 
immediately. 

“The Security Council ex- 
presses its deep sympathy to 
the Spanish people. It hopes 
and expects that the people of 
Spain will regain the freedom of 
which they have been deprived 
with the aid and contrivance of 
Fascist Italy and Nazi Ger- 
many. The Security Council is 
convinced that the day will come 
soon when it will be able to 
welcome the Spanish nation 
into the community of the 
United Nations.” 

Lange demanded that the coun- 
cil act for the following reasons: 

“1. The Franco regime has 
been put into power with the 
support of Fascist Italy and 
Nazi Germany against the will 
of the Spanish people who re- 
sisted Franco and the Axis hero- 
ically for almost three years, 
It is the first of Quisling gov- 
ernments in Europe. 

“2. The Franco regime was an 
active partner in the Axis war 
against the United Nations. It 
wilfully gave aid and comfort to 
our enemies. 

“3. The Franco regime has 
caused a state of international 
friction by compelling’ the 
French republic to close her bor- 
ders with Spain by massing 
troops on the borders of France. 

“4. The Franco regime has 
allowed the territory of Spain to 
become a refuge for German 
assets, for German personnel 
and for- German scientists en- 
gaged in pursuits dangerous for 
the peace of mankind, The 
Franco Government gives ref- 
uge and encouragement to a 
large number of war criminals, 
Nazi leaders and agents who are 
- using the territory of Spain as 
a base of operation for their 
activities and for their plans of 
reconquest, Three continents are 
immediately affected by these 
activities: Europe, Africa and 
Latin America.” 

Dr, Lange conclauded his charges 
against Spain at 4 p.m. (3 p.m. 
St. Louis time). 

In outlining his case against 
Spain, Lange charged that “Spain 
has become a refuge for tens of 
thousands of Nazis,” and_ that 
“they include many prominent 
Nazis who are carrying on Nazi 
activities.”

12 to 15 Pct. Rise on Shirts, Over- 
alls and Overall Jackets

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
—OPA today authorized an imme- 
diate increase of 12 to 15 per cent 
in retail prices for work clothes. 

The increase, applicable to such 
garments as overalls, work shirts 
and overall jackets, is the result, 
OPA said, of higher prices for raw 
cotton and textiles, and recent 
wage increases in the clothing in- 
dustry. 

Under the new price schedule, 
workers will pay, for example, 
$1.0 instead of $1.40 at most inde- 
pendent retail stores for a sanfor- 
ized chambray work shirt, and 
$2.72 instead of $2.44 for sanfor- 
ized denim bib overalls.

Makes Sharp Reply to 
Russian Criticism —

TOKYO, April 17 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur replied 
Russian criticism by bluntly tell- 
ing the four-power Allied Council 
today that consideration of his 
past actions in administering 
Japan was no part of its job. 

MacArthur told the council in a 
written statement that its “respon- 
sibility, being exclusively advisory 
and consulative, does not involve 
a review of action heretofore 
taken in the administration of 
Japan.” 

Before MacArthur’s statement 
was read, his military government 
officer, Brig. Gen, Courtney Whit- 


ney, told the council that the 
Japanese Government was comply- 
ing with MacArthur’s purge direc- 
tive “as fast as consistent with oc- 
cupation policies” and that Russia's 
questioning of Allied occupation 
policy, “whether in good faith or 
not ...is a warning that success 
of the occupation is threatened.” 
Russian Request. 

Russia had submitted request 
for information on a_ possible 
purge of new Diet members and 
a possible investigation of Japanese 
compliance with Allied decrees 
in general, before today’s session. 


Whitney launched into a review 
of the background, reasons for 
and effects of the purge. Observ- 
ers termed the discussion “Whit- 
ney’s filibuster,” suggesting it 
might discourage questioning in 
the future. 


As the council. reconvened for 
the afternoon session, British and 
Russian members indicated they 
would like Whitney to suspend his 
review.’ However, the Chinese 
member, Gen. Chu, suggested 
Whitney be allowed to continue 
“as a matter of courtesy.” The 
British member agreed and Whit- 
ney went on. 


“So far as I know,” Whitney 
declared, “neither the member 
from the U.S.S.R. nor others have 
any knowledge of the manner of 
Japanese compliance with the 
purge directive, as they haven't 
sought this information” from Al- 
lied headquarters. 


Calls Election Democratic. 


The military government officer 
cited the election a week ago as 
refutation of the Soviet charge. 
Seventy-three per cent of the 
eligible voters went to the polls, 
he said, ousting “the party in po- 
litical power and moving sharply 
toward a more liberal concept of 
the relationship between govern- 
ment and the people. 


“He who fails to see in this 
election a demonstration of 
democracy on the march... 
either fails to understand the 
meaning of democracy or is 
blinded by prejudice,” Whitney 
asserted. 


Whitney asked that Allied oc- 
cupation policies be given credit 
for the “demanstration of democ- 
racy” on election day, and that 
the Japanese be credited for an 
attempt to attain democracy, 

MacArthur, in his reply to a 
council] suggestion that it be given 
copies of all directives exchanged 
between headquarters and _ the 
Japanese government, said mem- 
bers already had enough material, 
which “if digested, should bring 
them fully abreast of the present 
situation.” 

Whitney, however, declared he 
would furnish the Russians with 
all requested information on the 
purge program “if it takes all 
summer.”

It said that 
Mrs. Housam had written a form 
letter to tenants March 29 tell- 
ing them to find other quarters, 
as she had sold the property and 
was retiring from business. 

Mrs. Housam told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that she had given 
tenants until May 1 to leave, say- 
ing she sold the building and 
agreed to have all furnishing re- 
moved from the premises by then. 
She said about 25 tenants had 
moved out so far, and that she 


was personally attempting to find

Pianist Finds Her With 
Hair Ablaze From 
Burning Powder After 
Hearing Shot. 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., April 
17 (AP)—A pistol shot in the tem- 
ple today ended the strife-ridden 
life of Maria Iturbi Hero, 28 years 
old, daughter of Jose Iturbi, the 
concert pianist. 

She was found by her father, 
lying on the floor of his bedroom, 
her hair afire from burning gun- 
powder and a pistol near her out- 
stretched arm. She died two hours 
later in a hospital. 


Iturbi, near collapse, was at her 
bedside. Her two daughters, cen- 
ter of years of court battles with 
her father and her former hus- 
band, Stephan Hero, violinist, re- 
mained at home with their nurse. 

Iturbi said he had spent the 
evening playing for his daughter 
and friends, When he returned 
from taking the friends home, he 
told police, he entered the house 
and heard a shot. Rushing up- 
stairs, he found his daughter on 
the floor. Police said it was 
“clearly a case of suicide.” 

Miss Iturbi was married in Bed- 
ford Hills, N. Y., in 1936 to Hero. 
She was 18 then, he was 20. Their 
two daughters are Maria Teresa, 
9, and Maria Antoni, 8. 

In 1939, she filed suit for sepa- 
ration in New York, alleging non- 
support. The following year, a 
settlement was reached, giving 
Hero custody of the children for 
three months a year. 

She and the children arrived 
here in 194], and a few months 
later she was awarded full cus- 
tody, in connection with a suit for 
divorce, 

In 1943, her father petitioned for 
their custody, however, terming 
his daughter “not the proper per- 
son” to have their charge. An 
out-of-court settlement later re- 
affirmed her custody, on condition 
éhat the children live in Iturbi’'s 
home.

1—Voted 200 to 112 to guar- 
antee producers, processors, dis- 
tributors and retailers a “rea- 
sonable profit.” The amend- 
ment prohibits OPA from fix- 
ing maximum prices that do 
not reflect current production, 
processing or distributing costs, 
plus a “reasonable profit.” 

2—Voted 171 to 144 to limit 
OPA's life to nine months be- 
yond June 30 instead of a 
as requested by President Tru. 
man, 

8—Accepted, 153 to 89, 
amendment to 
1 the

duction. The amendment would 
compel OPA to reduce subsid 
payments by 25 per cent pean A 
45 days, getting out of the food 
subsidy business Jan. 1. 

4—Approved, 128 to 57, a simi- 
lar amendment to halt all sub- 
sidy payments on meat, esti- 
mated at $715,000,000 annually. 

These subsidies have been de- 
signed to keep down meat costs 
to consumers, Administration 
officials have contended their 
removal will mean an increase 
in retail prices. 

The “reasonable profit” provi- 
sion was offered by Representa< 
tive Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, 
and promptly assailed by Repre- 
sentative Monroney (Dem.), Okla< 
homa, as a “wrecking amend- 
ment.” Administration leaders 
fought it.

Refuses Change on Rents.

NUERNBERG, April 17 <AP)— 
Alfred Rosenberg, known as the 
philosopher of the Nazi party, was 
depicted by prosecutors before the 
international] military tribunal to- 
day as the chief of a bloody ad- 
ministration which 
_of Russians to death or slave 
labor. 

Under  cross-examination by 
United States Prosecutor Thomas 
J. Dodd and Russian Prosecutor 
| oe © Rudenko, Rosenberg 
acknowledged that he had or- 
dered the conscription for slave 
labor of hundreds of thousands of 
eastern Europeans and that execu- 
tives of his ministry were active 
directors of the extermination of 
eastern European Jews. 

The prosecutors presented docu- 
ment after document taken from 
Rosenberg’s files which added to 
the story of butchery of Jews— 
10,000 in two days in the city of 
Minsk alone, the prosecution said. 
Rosenberg blamed his subordi- 
nates, including Gauleiter Erich 
Koch, 

Plan for Moscow. 

The prosecution presented one 
document showing that Rosenberg 
recommended Koch for appoint- 
ment as “Reich commissar in 
Moscow to carry out an absolute 
ly ruthless administration” there, 
, should the Soviet capital have 
been occupied by the Germans. 

Rosenberg acknowledged that 
“terrible excesses” had been com- 
mitted in carrying out the pro- 
gram of slave labor conscription, 
but he sought to justify himself 
with the assertion that “I always 
tried to alleviate the worst condi- 
tions.” 

Under cross-examination by 
J. Dodd, the Nazi philosopher not 
only admitted conscripting adults 
but said he had approved a pro- 
gram of carrying off- Russian and 
Baltic children to Germany “in a 
process designed to destroy the 
biological potentiality of these 
* people.” 

Starvation Program. 

Rosenberg conceded that he 
had advocated a program of star- 
vation and mass evacuation of 
Russians in order to exploit con- 
quered territory to feed the Reich. 

Then Dodd produced a docu- 
ment which he said disclosed Nazi 
plans for destroying the Slav 
race. It was a letter by one of 
Rosenberg’s subordinates rebuk- 
ing his chief for not opposing 
these proposals, authored by 
Martin Bormann, with Adolf Hit- 
ler’s approval. 

The memorandum to Rosenberg 
gave this summation of Bormann’s 
suggestions: Slavs were to be em- 
ployed only to work for Germans 
and denied any preventive medi- 
cines: reproduction was to be pre- 
vented by abortions and the dis- 
tribution of contraceptives, “the 
more the better”; the people were 
to be allowed to learn to count 
up to 100, “but that’s enough edu- 
cation.” 

The document disclosed the Na- 
zis were even thinking of “depop- 
ulating Kiev by epidemics.” 

“Is it correct that you agreed 
with Bormann’s shocking sugges- 
tions”? Dodd demanded. 

The defendant answered that 
he had written “an appeasing let- 
ter to the Fuehrer to obtain a 
pause” in instituting such a pro- 
gram. 

Decision for Court. 

Alfred Seidl, attorney for Ru- 
dolf Hess and Hans Frank, de- 
manded that the tribunal accept 
from him the alleged texts of two 
secret protocols signed by Ger- 
many and Russia in 1939 to par- 
tition eastern Europe. 

The first protocol, reported at- 
tached to the Berlin-Moscow non- 
aggression pact Aug. 23, 1939, pro- 
vided that Germany and Russia 
set up a sovereign Polish state 
sometime in the future, The sec- 
ond, reported signed Sept. 28, 
1939, after Poland was divided, 
was to have permitted the Red 
Army to occupy the Baltic repub- 
lics at its leisure. 

Soviet Col. Yuri Pokrovsky noti- 
fied the court he had submitted a 
written argument against Seidl’s 
request.

$125,000,000 invested in the elec- 


trical and chemical-pharmaceut- 
ical industries. 

These sources said Allied author- 
ities regard the continuing Ger- 
man influence as a latent threat 
and were expected shortly to ask 
Spain to transfer these assets to 
the Allied Control Council. 
Recent Spanish Government de- 
crees have nominally “frozen” 
most German assets, prohibiting 
the transfer of shares in German- 
owned companies without permis- 
sion of the Spanish Foreign Office 
and the American and British em- 
bassies. 

It was learned, however, that 
Allied officials are dissatisfied 
with this arrangement because its 
execution falls far short of neu- 
tralizing the danger of a German 
industrial revival. 

The Spanish Government was 
reported authoritatively to have 
been told that it would be expect- 
ed to sanction complete contro! of 
these German assets by the Allied 
Council. 

Similar steps also were said to 
be planned in the case of German 
investments in Sweden, Switzer- 
land and Portugal, to insure the 
complete breakup of the overseas 
economic machine set up by the 
Nazis before and during the war 
years.

Every Word Caught for Use 
of Officials and for 
Posterity. 


NEW YORK, April 17 (AP)— 
Complete sound recordings are be- 
ing made of the United Nations 
Security Council meetings. 
Every word spoken is stored 
away for the future on records 
and sound films, 


At Hunter College, delegates’ 
voices are piped to a noisy, clut-

FRENCH WANT U. S. TO SWAP - 
REICH AREAS WITH THEM 


FR..NKFURT, Germany, April 
17 (AP)—Proposals for a large- 


scale switch of French and Amer- 
ican-occupied territory in Ger- 
many have been made by both 
French and German authorities, it 
was learned today after disclosure 
of French claims to the city of 
Karlsruhe. 

Under the proposals, a reliable 
American source said, French 
troops ~ould occupy the entire 
Rhine river province of Baden 
with the erception of the cities of 
Heidelberg and Mannheim.

MURRAY FOR INTERNATIONAL 
ATOMIC ENERGY CONTROL 


CIO Chief Writes Unions Urging Support 


for State Department’s 


Proposal.

WASHINGTON, April 17—CIO 
unions had under consideration 
today a message from Philip Mur- 
ray, CIO president, urging sup- 
port of the State Department’s 


recent proposals for the interna- 
tional control of atomic energy. 

In a letter to heads of interna- 
tional unions and industrial union 
councils, Murray also called for a 
“positive national policy to be 
carried out by a democratically- 
organized agency to deal domes- 
tically with atomic energy.” 

As far as could ‘he learned, the 
action taken by the CIO leader- 
ship, announced last night, is the 
strongest support of the kind yet 
given the State Department re- 
port. 

The Emergency Conference for 
Civilian Control of Atomic Ener- 
gy previously had recorded back- 
ing for the report by the Ameri- 
can Association of University Wo- 
men and the Women’s Division 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, and expects similar action 
from the League of Women Vot- 
ers, the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the Women’s 
Action Committee. 

Murray recommended that the 
CIO membership be kept informed 
of atomic energy developments 
and that letters and telegrams be 
sent to legislators explaining the 
CIO policy. 

Murray’s Letter. 

He wrote: 

“We must continue to be on 
our guard against attempts of 
the military authorities to control 
the developments of atomic t€n- 
ergy and turn it to destructive 
ends, and against the imposition 
of such drastic secrecy regula- 
tions as to hamper the work of 
the scientists who want to dis- 
cover new civilian uses for atomic 
energy in industry and medicine. 

“Above all, this great source of 
power developed at the expense of 
the American people must remain 
their property through democratic 
control er. be developed for their 
welfa: .” 

A statement of policy accom- 
panying Murray’s letter, observed 
that the problem “requires our 
best tho-cht and pianning” and 
stressed the following points: 

1. There is need for complete 
public conirol of all atomic ener- 


gy putent rights and licenses, and 
of uranium and thorium ore de- 
posits and other raw materials 
in the United States. 

Any positive national policy for 
development and control of atomic 
energy must be founded on civil- 
ia development. Military possi- 
bilities are a natural by-product 
of our industrial potential. The 


question is how and by whom will 
p. lic control be administered. 

The May-Johnson bill now in 
the House Rules Committee turns 
this control over to a board of 
dollar-a-year men, who are likely 
to be drawn from the boards of, 
private .corporations and institu- 
tions, with an administrator like- 
ly to be dominated by the Army 
aru Navy. 

2. All attempt. at military con- 
trol should be resisted. The mili- 
tary authorities of the United 
States seem determined to retain 
exclusive control of this new 
source of power and to get writ- 
ten into legislation such secrecy 
regulations th t they would exer- 
cise virtual ‘control over all in- 
stitutions of higher learning and 
c'l industrial establishments in 
any way remotely connected with 
production of- fissionable mate- 
rials. 

They are being aided in their 
efforts by a majority of the House 
Military Affairs Committee and 
of the special Senate Committee 
on Atomic Energy. 

Far-Reaching Significance. 

3. The State Department report 
represents the framework of a 
national policy toward internation- 
al control, It has the most far- 
reaching significance. ll Sen- 
ators and Representatives should 
be urged to read it and support 
its principles. 

4. Opposition to military con- 
trol has been reinforced by the 
facts that this country is still pro- 
ducing and _ stockpiling atomic 
bombs and that action on the de- 
cision of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council to set up a com- 
mission on the international con- 
trol of atomic energy has been 
delayed. 

Not only. is this country faced 
with the danger of military dom- 
ination of this vital source of pow- 
er domestically, but the entire 
world may be plunged into an 
atomic armaments race unless the 
present trend of events is re 
versed,

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP)— 
A projected long-range study of 
the atomic bomb covering the next 
several years may include a spe- 
ciai test of the weapon against 
Army fortifications and equip- 
ment. 


Such a test, in all probability, 
would be made far from the popu- 
lated United States for reasons of 
safety.

The general said that while con- 
siderable information is expected 
to bé gleaned from the Bikini 
tests, they cannot simulate condi- 
tions on land, and officials have 
given the question of separate 
tests for the Army much study. 

To round out the information, 
the Army will want to make a 
technical study of blast, heat. 
radioactivity and other features of 
the atom bomb on such structures 
as dugouts and deep fortifications 
or underground storage facilities. 

As for the Bikini tests, it was 
learned that the task force !{s con- 
sidering the possibility of open- 
ing them with the experiment 
Originally scheduled as No. 2 of 
the series—explosion of the bomb 
just under or at the surface of 
the lagoon, in the midst of the 
target array. This is because un- 
certain weather, especially wind 
and cloud conditions, may delay 
an air drop of the bomb—the pres- 
ently scheduled first test.

1. Residents of Philadelphia pay 
neither a state sales tax nor a 
State income tax and residents

but d pay a 3 per cent states sales 
tax on commodities other than 
food for home consumption; St. 
Louisans pay both a state income 
tax and a 2 per cent state sales 
tax. 

2. Both Philadelphia and Tole- 
do were at the end of their fi- 
nancial ropes when the final ex- 
pedient of a municipal income tax 
Was arrived at; St. Louis, while 
facing a $1,000,000 deficit this year, 
has been solvent for years and the 
Mayor’s current proposal is in- 
tended to keep the city that way. 

Lower Rate Proposed. 

The principal difference between 
the proposed tax in St. Louis and 
those in effect in the other two 
cities is that the rate here would 
be one-half of 1 per cent on gross 
incomes, while the rate in both 
Philadelphia and Toledo is 1 per 
cent. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s proposal re- 
sembles the Toledo measure but is 
somewhat different from the Phil- 
adelphia ordinance, in that all in- 
come of individuals, businesses 
and corporations would be taxed. 
In Philadelphia, corporate income 
is not taxed, although unincor- 
porated businesses must pay the 
tax. 

The outstanding feature of the 
local proposal, similar to. provi- 
sions in the other cities’ tax laws, 
is that gross incomes earned in 
the city, whether by residents or 
non-residents, would be taxed. 
Employers would deduct the tax 
from salary payments to employes. 
All income not taxed by such de- 
ductions would be taxed through 
the filing of annual returns sim- 
ilar to federal and state returns. 

In Philadelphia, for example, the 
last-named class of income _ in- ; 
cludes that of federal and state 
employes, from whose salaries no 
deductions-are made, and income 
of professional persons and unin- 
corporated businesses. 

As Mayor Kaufmann has point- 
ed out, however, the great bulk 
of the tax would be paid on the 
salary-deduction, p a y-as-you-go 
plan. In Philadelphia, nearly 88 
per cent of the total income tax 
collected has come from payrolls. 

What Toledo Expects. 

Toledo has had no experience in 
municipal income taxing, since its 
measure has just been approved, 
but officials of this city of about 
300,000 population expect the tax 
to raise between $3,500,000 and 
$4,000,000 annually durimg the five- 
year life of the tax ordinance. 
This is nearly twice the normal 
real estate tax revenue of about 
2,220,000 a year. 

Toledo's income tax collections 
are earmarked for debt retire- 
ment, operating funds, replace- 
ments, and maintenance and cap- 
ital improvements. The tax still 
faces possible court action as to 
its constitutionality. ‘The Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court has up-|, 
held Philadelphia’s income tax. 

The Pennsylvania city, with 
more than six years’ experience |;

Mayor Kaufmann said shortly 
after noon today that he had re- 
ceived three telephone calls about 
the income tax proposal, one from 
a person favoring it, one from a 
person opposed, and the third un- 
decided and seeking information. 

He said there was no certainty 
that the estimate of $1,000,000 
cited in his message, would cover 
the cost of rubbish installation 
and rat control, as a large ex- 
penditure for apparatus might be 
necessary. He repeated his warn- 
ing that the city would lose a 
large amount of revenue, perhaps 
$1,500,000, by application of the 
new personal property tax on in- 
come of intangibles, replacing the 
old tax on such property at full 
value.

Coun- 
ty dwellers now pay hidden taxes 
to St. Louis, the Mayor said, He 
added that he was making no crit- 
icism of Mayor Kaufmann, observ- 
ing that “it takes courage to make 
such a proposal.” 

Brainerd LaTourette, Mayor of 
Richmond Heights, declared that 
“St. Louis county will not take 
the tax proposal sitting down.” If 
the tax ig adopted by St. Louis 
similar measures may be taken by 
the various county communities 
in retaliation, the Mayor asserted. 
County residents contribute to the 
prosperity of St. Louis in. many 
ways and most citizens now feel 
that they are taxed excessively, he 
observed. Mayor LaTourette sug- 
gested that the tax may stimulate 
movemént of business and indus- 
try into the county. 

Mayor Frank Martinj Maple- 
wood, described the income tax as

Installation of private wire tick- 
er service to provide horse race 
results was begun in seven East 
St. Louis handbooks this week.

CITY JOINS IN PLEA FOR GAS 


ENLARGEMENT 


Laclede Company. Also Prepares to Inter- 
vene in Support of Firm Delivering 
Natural Supply. 


In furtherance of the pledge of 
Laclede Gas Light Co. to change 
the general service from a mix- 
ture of manufactured and natural 
gas to straight natural gas, which 
was announced Monday, the city 
of St.-Louis sent to the Federal 
Power Commission today a peti- 
tion for leave to intervene in sup- 
port of a proposal for enlarge- 
ment of the natural gas pipe line 
supply. 

Counsel for Laclede was prepar- 
ing to send a similar intervention 
request before the end of the day. 
Both the city and Laclede favor 
the recently filed application to 
FPC by Mississippi River Fuel 
Corp. for enlargement of capacity 
of Mississippi’s pipe line from 
northern Louisiana by at least 36 
per cent. 

The city and Laclede both are 
pointing out that the bigger line 
is necessary to provide enough nat- 
ural gas for Laclede to keep its 
promise for the changeover. Both 
are asking that Mississippi's ap- 
plication be given an early hear- 
ing by FPC and that the hearing 
be held in St. Louis rather than 
in Washington, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler 
and Associate Counselor Forrest 
G. Ferris Jr., told FPC in the city’s 
petition that the city had been 
trying to get straight natural gas 
since the mixture of natural with 
manufactured gas began about 16 
years ago. They said the prospec- 
tive changeover would result in 
lower rates to consumers and 
greater use of gas as a fuel and 
would be a “material contribution 
to the city’s smoke elimination 
program.” 


They added that the city consid- 
ered the change would be in the 
public interest and that Missis- 
sippi and Laclede were in agree- 
ment on it. Laclede’s petition was 
being prepared by Robert W. Otto, 
vice president and general counsel 
of the utility. 

In a letter accompanying the 
city petition, Mayor Kaufmann 
said: 

“The city is vitally interested 
in this matter and sincerely trusts 
that the (Mississippi) application 
will be granted, thus assuring us 
of an adequate supply of straight 
natural gas for general distribu- 
tion—a civic accomplishment for 
which we have been diligently 
working for many years and 
which will be of inestimable value 
to our citizens. 

“As this proceeding is of much 
local interest, may we urge the 
commission to hold a hearing in 
St. Louis, and at the earliest con- 
venient date? ‘/e especially de- 
sire an early hearing date for the 
reason that delivery of pipe will 
be made to the applicant and oth- 
er pipe line companies in the or- 
der in which the necessary cer- 
tificates of convenience and neces- 
sity have been granted by the 
commission, a. d an early decision 
by the commission in this case 
will be necessary if St. Louis is 
te have straight natural gas by 
1947,” 

Mississippi has said it did not 
believe the pipe line enlargement 
could be completed until the sum.

nounced that it hoped to consum- 
mate the changeover by late that 
summer.

UUURT BILL SIGNED 
BY GOV. DONNELLY 


Measure -Abolidiien: duu: 
tice of Peace System 
Becomes Law — Fees 
to Go to State.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 17~— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly signed a 
bill late yesterday creating a sys- 
‘tem of magistrate courts in St, 
Louis to replace the often-criti- 
cized justice of the peace system. 
The measure is in conformity with 

the new Constitution. 

The new system will become op- 
erative Jan. 1, 1947. An emer- 
gency clause on the bill, however, 
makes the system effective imme- 
diately as to creation of magis- 
trate districts and election of 
magistrates. 

Gov. Donnelly said the bill con- 
tained some errors which should 
be corrected, but “are not agrious 
enough to interfere with legality 
of the measure.” Donnelly said 
he would point out the mistakes 
in a message to the Legislature. 

St. Louis will be entitled to nine 
magistrates, with the Circuit 
Court having the power to author- 
ize an additional two to bring the 
total number to 11. Salaries for 
the magistrates will be $6000 a 
year each. 

The fee system by which jus 
tices of the peace are now paid is 
abolished. All fees collected by the 
magistrate courts will be turned 
over to the state. 

The system provides for magis- 
trate divisions, having jurisdiction 
co-extensive with the city. Pro- 
vision is made for the cty to sup- 
ply space for the courts.

“In arguing for equality before | 
the law,” he said, “I am not ad-| 
vocating ® punitive measures} 
against labor. I am advocating a} 
higher degree of freedom for the | 
democratic principle of checks and | 
balances to operate in the field of | 
labor relations.” 

Labor and management alike | 
should be required to practice col- | 
lective bargaining with full re- 
gard for the protection of individ- | 
uals and of property against un- 
lawful acts, he continued, adding 
that legislation should be enacted 
to make collective bargaining 
agreements “mutually binding and | 
enforceable” and to permit any | 
party injured by breach to recov- 
er damages. 

Procedures should he estab-/| 
lished by law for settling jurisdic- 
tional disputes and representation- | 
al questions without interference | 
with operations, he said, and in| 
cases where an employer doubts | 
that a union represents a major- 
ity of his workers, he should be | 
permitted to secure determination 
of this question. 

Contending that workers fre 
quently strike against govern- 
mental delays, or in order to ob- 
tain a decision through political 
rather than collective bargaining, 
Anderson advocated legislation to 
reguiate “political” strikes aimed 
at coercing the Government. 

Matters which are clearly the 
function and_ responsibility of 
management should be excluded 
from the area of legally required 
collective bargaining, he asserted, 
and governmental policy should 
protect from invasion manage- | 
ment’s right to operate an enter- 
prise. 

Denounces Intervention. 

Government intervention in in- 
dustrial relations during the past 
decade has “practically destroyed 
procedure of collective bargaining | 
which that same government es- 
tablished,” he charged, adding 
that “in many cases it would ap- 
pear that this intervention is for 
‘the purpose of political expediency 
and not directed toward helpful 
solutions of the problem.” 

He denounced government wage- 
fixing and asserted that, unless 
this policy is discontinued, “we 
may actually find in the future 
that our elections will not be held 
for the purpose of selecting lead- 
ers or statesmen to administer our 
bread and important foreign and 
domestic affairs, but instead we 
may be holding elections to pick 
the candidate who is the most ag- 
gressive and generous wage fixer. 
Many are rather fearful that we 
have almost already arrived in 
that chaotic and uneconomical 
condition in this country.” 

End to Price Control Urged. 

Removal of all price controls 
was advocated by Anderson, Ira 
Mosher, board chairman of the 
N.A.M., and Warren Whitney, 
manager of the National Cast 
Iron Pipe Co., at a press confer- 
ence, 

“Thire would be some pretty 
bad, perhaps perfectly preposter- 
ous, jumps in prices,” Mosher as- 
serted, “but that wouldn’t last 
long. Profiteers would price them- 
selves right out of the market, for 
volume production would correct 
the price level very soon.”

first year of the boom seems to 
me a conservative forecast,” he 
said. 

Porter boiled déwn his inflation 
fears to terms of an “average 
family,” now spending $2500 a 
year. Twelve months of 40 per 
cent inflation, he said, would 
boost such a, family’s expenses to 
$3450 for food, clothing, rent and 
other regular items. 

Discussing the effects of infla- 
tion on war bonds and other in- 
vestments, Porter observed: 

“If a witness were to appear 
at this hearing with the proposal 
of a capital levy of 50 per cent 
on all the savings accounts, the 
life insurance policies, the bonds 
and mortgages, and the university 
and hospital endowments which 
a generation of thrift and self- 
denial has amassed, he would cer- 
tainly be denounced as a crack- 
pot or a Communist—or both. 


“Yet for Congress to heed those 
who now advocate a serious cur- 
tailment of OPA’s powers would 
be to invite an inflation which 
would impose just such a levy.” 


Production Is Problem. 


Porter also made these asser- 
tions: 


1.“The problem is to get 
production without starting up 
the inflation which would soon 
choke off the vast outpouring 
of goods we need.” 


2. “Decontrol (of) all but a 
few basic commodities ... is 
a_ job which would be both gro- 
tesquely unfair and economical- 
ly impossible.” 

3. “There are some industries 
which are misinforming Con- 
gress and misieading the Ameri- 
can people” about the effects of 
OPA control. 


4. “We already have a serious 
black market (lumber) problem 
on our hands—especially in 
southern lumber. .- , We have 
broken such rackets before and 
we shall break this one.” 

5. “Admittedly there is a black 
market in meat, ... But the 
suggestion that we lick the 
black market by dropping con- 
trols sounds to me like suggest- 
ing that we avoid traffic vio- 
lations by repealing our traffic 
regulations.” 


House Meets Early. 
The House met two hours earli- 


er than usual to get down’to the 
business of voting. 


Before the session began, Repre- 
sentative Monroney commented to 
reporters: “Nobody knows whether 
theer will be any price control at 
all, when the voting is over.” 


Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the Banking Committee 
which wrote the bill to give OPA 
another year of life added: “The 
opposition has us fighting on the 
ropes.” | 

There appeared to be powerful 
backing in both parties for a pro- 
posal to strip OPA of all author- 
ity to price agricultural products 
and to lodge whatever remains of 
this power in the Secretary of 
Agriculture.

PRESS, AIR FREEDOM BLOWS 
BY ADMINISTRATION CHARGED 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
—Carroll Reece, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, 
said today the Administration was 
trying to “infringe” upon freedom 
of the press and air. 

Addressing a National Press 
Club luncheon, Reece asserted, 
“You are seeing today, months 
after hostilities have ended, at- 
tempts on the part of this Admin- 
istration to substitute so-called 
‘official’ news for the un- 
trammeled news reports of Amer- 
ican news services and newspa- 
pers.” 

“Such a substitution,” he added, 
“would be just as dangerous as the 
more obvious forms of censorship 
used in totalitarian nations, I am 
sure many of you also are familiar 
with similar attempted infringe- 
ments upon the freedom of the 
air. If any governmental agency 
is ever permitted to control the 
radio programs of the nation, then 
freedom of the air will be dead.” 

Reece asserted Republicans had 
been vigilant in opposition to at- 
tempted infringements “upon such 
basic rights” and they would con- 
tinue vigilant. 


SPEAKER OF GEORGIA HOUSE 
BEATEN; FOUGHT NEGRO VOTE 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 17 (AP)— 
Roy V..Harris, speaker of the 
Georgia/House of Representatives, 
who campai;ned for retention of 
the white Democratic primary, 
conceded defeat today for renom- 
ination as a member of the Legis- 
lature. 

Harris attributed his defeat by 
William §S. Morris, publisher of 
the Augusta Chronicle, on the 
vote of Negroes, balloting for the 
first time in a county Democratic 
primary. 

Harris said he would continue 
a state-wide campaign for repeal 
of the white primary law which 
the courts recently declared per- 
mitted Negroes to vote. He said 
he would either be in the race 
for Governor or would support 
somebody who would advocate re- 
tention of the white primary.

“is simply not enough.” He con- 
tended that, with the wide variety 
of foodstuffs available, this coun- 
try could get along if necessary 
with scarcely any bread, whereas 
overseas “without it there is star- 
vation,” 

Speaking at a food mass meet- 
ing in Constitution Hall last night, 
Lehman declared:. 

“T entirely disagree with the 
Administration’s attitude that the 
United States should commit on- 
ly 1,000,000 tons of grain per month 
in order to meet the world crisis. 

“And I strongly disagree with 
its views that the crisis will be 
over in 90 days.- Such a policy is 
a gamble with the lives of millions 
of innocent war victims. 

“We must assume that next win- 
ter’s food situation will be as bad 
as the present—it would be sheer 
madness to accept any other con- 
clusion.” 

Lehman termed it “deplorable 
that the Government is still trying 
‘to get the facts."” He asserted 
that “UNRRA accurately assessed 
the food needs for 1946” last year 
but that “the action needed to 
meet the critical situation was not 
taken.” 

With an obvious reference to 
Herbert Hoover’s current mission 
abroad for President Truman, Leh- 
man added that “many valuable 
weeks have been lost while more 
facts were sought by emissaries of 
this government” and that “these 
have: merely confirmed” the 
UNRRA data. 

Minimum Relief Needs. 


‘Do you want to hear some 
facts?” he asked. “Here they are: 
UNRRA's monthly bread grain re 
quirements amount to more than 
700,000 tons. Seven hundred thou- 
sand tons is the very minimum 
required to keep millions of people 
in a dozen receiving countries 
alive. And what are we promised 
for April? Three hundred thirteen 
thousand tons. Lass than one- 
half of what we must have.” 

The American commitment of 
1,000,000 tons a month to which 
lehman referred is for the 
UNRRA contribution and other 
shipments as well, Lehman de- 
clared it “is simply not enough.” 

Lehman's cali for renewed ra- 
tioning was echoed by the CIO 
Political Action Committee which 
urged the immediate resumption 
of wartime food controls in the in- 
terest of famine relief. 

President Truman has said he 
would not object to a return to 
rationing if it became absolutely 
essential, but he expressed hope it 
would not be necessary, 

Anderson Opposes Rationing, 


Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son, in an address last night be- 
fore the United Nations forum, said 
announcement of a wheat ration- 
ing program now “would probably 
be the most severe blow that could 
be dealt to the cause of 
feeding around the world.” 

He said it would take months to 
put rationing into operation, and 


hoarding of wheat rather than the 
freeing of it. 

In its survey of the meat situa- 
tion, the Agriculture Department 
estimated that the American appe- 
tite for meat is so large and the 
purchasing power so great that 
consumers would buy at an annual 
rate of 165 pounds at present 
prices if that much were available. 

The wide margin between the 
prospective supply and the de- 
mand is expected to result in poor 
distribution of meat—a condition 
which led to adoption of rationing 
early in the war to obtain more 
equitable distribution. 

The department estimates that 
5,360,500,000 pounds of meat will be 
available for all purposes this 
quarter, compared with 6,026,900,- 
000 pounds last quarter.

SEVENTH and LOCUST 


Edward Newell, laborer under 
investigation in the murder of 
Shirley Jean Coxey last Thanks- 
giving, was identified yesterday 
by a 5-year-old girl as the man 
who attacked her in an automo- 
bile last Nov. 12 near her Ashland 
avenue home. 

Viewing the man at the Carr 
Street Police Station, the child 
told her mother and officers, 
“That’s him.” Newell, who was 
arrested last week for molesting 
a small boy, denied having ever 
seen the girl. 

He was taken to the scene of 
the attack, which was reported to 
police at that time, but said he 
had no recollection of having been 
in the neighborhood before. The 
girl’s identification of him will be 
referred to the Circuit Attorney 
for consideration. 

The Circuit Attorney has under 
advisement a statement by Newell 
to police that six months ago he 
criminally attacked a small girl in 
the areaway at 3862 Washington 
boulevard, where 9-year-old Shir- 
ley Coxey was attacked. He also 
said that the child he attacked 
accompanied him to the North St. 
Louis alley,. where the Coxey 
child’s body was found the day 
after Thanksgiving, but he sub- 
sequently repudiated both state- 
ments. 

Newell, 25 years old, resided in 
rooming houses in Delmar and 
Washington boulevard district. 


FORD TO LAY OFF 39,200 
3 DAYS DUE TO LACK OF STEEL 


RECORD HIGH IN MARCH 
ON FLUID MILK SALES HERE 


Fluid milk sales in St, Louis 
reached a record high in March, 
totaling 28,538,159 pounds, Fred L. 
Shipley, market administrator, an- 
nounced today. Daily sales of 
Class I milk were 920,586 pounds, 


3.69 percent higher than in Feb- 
ruary. 

The number of shippers sending 
milk to the St. Louis market in 
March totaled 3423, a decline of 
12 from last February and 219 
from March, 1945. A decrease in 
the number of shippers has been 
noted each month for the last 20 
months. 

Producers received an average 
of $3.56 per hundredweight for 
March deliveries of Class I milk, 
one cent more than was received 
in February and 14 cents more 
than in March of last year. Local 
handlers, during the month of 
March, imported 3,490,000 pounds 
of milk, cream and skim from 
the Chicago area. 


APPEALS COURT AFFIRMS 
JOSEPH MEDLEY CONVICTION 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed today the murder 
conviction of Joseph D. Medley, 
one of two condemned killers who 
escaped from the District of Co- 
lumbia jail in a spectacular break 
April 3. 

Medley was convicted of first 
degree murder for the shooting in 
March, 1945, of Mrs. Nancy Boyer 
in her apartment here after an 
all-night poker game. He was ar- 
rested in St. Louis. 

Medley and Earl McFarland, 
former Marine, convicted of the 
murder of a young Government 
clerk, escaped from the jail after 
overpowering two guards with 
whom they had been playing 
cards. Medley was _ recaptured 
eight hours later. McFarland was 
recaptured last week in Knoxville, 


Tenn. 
Medley is to be electrocuted on 


April 30, unless he appeals to the 
Supreme Court. 


$13,411 FOUND IN FLAT 
AFTER OWNER DIES IN FIRE

Operations at 
the Highland Park and Lincoln 
Park plants will be suspended in- 
definitely, it was said. Highland 
Park employs 2400 persons and 
Lincoln Park about 2300. 

Ford has shut down about three 
times since Feb, 1 because of steel 
shortages. The company was idle 
all of February because of the 
steel strike in January. Ford 
plants were closed three weeks 
ago for seven days because of 
a shortage of cold rolled sheet steel. 
A spokesman said 36 parts sup- 
plier plants now were strike-bound 
causing a shutdown of the Lincoln 
plant tonight. A lack of crank- 
shafts and cylinder; blocks from 
struck plants was one of the 
reasons for stopping operations.

On Merger of Armed Forces Now 
Lies in Congress;-Maj. Eliot Says zz

OBODY wants the present fight over unification of the services 
It is injuring the services, it is injuring the country, 
and it is making a reasonable solution more difficult with every. 


day it drags on. What is needed—and needed now—is a compromise, 


The day has already gone when 
such a compromise can be devised 
by either service and accepted by 
the other, as the Brothers Alsop 
pointed out in their article on 
Sunday. This is partly due to the 
bitterness and the hardening of 
minds which the whole fight has 
brought about; it is partly due to 
the inflexibility of certain key per- 
sonalities. Nor can compromise 
now come from the White House. 
The President has made himself 
a partisan of the Army: viewpoint, 
to the extent of angry outbursts 
at the Navy for disagreeing with 
him and attempts to muzzle Navy 
opinion — which have been quite 
properly resented in Congress. 

Must Look to Congress. 

If there is to be compromise, it 
must come from Congress, sup- 
ported by a public opinion which 
is becoming increasingly anxious 
to put an end to the controversy 
and to get ahead with the job of 
planning for national security. The 
bill now pending in the Senate is 
an attempt at compromise, but it 
tries so hard to please everybody 
that it ends in utter confusion. 

An efficient compromise is 
needed to enable the services to 
stop quarreling with each other 
and begin working together in 
planning the future security and 
military policy of this country. 

It must be a flexible and yet 
workable mandate from the people 
to their armed forces under which 
the latter can do their work and 
have reasonable freedom of action 
in doing it, and under which this 
action can be directed toward 
common objectives. 

What are the elements of such 
a compromise? 

First, it must raise the Air 


the Air Force, to stand on a level 
with the Army and Navy. 

Second, leave the War and Navy 
Departments ag they are now, for 
the time being. This will give us 
three service secretaries in the 
Cabinet (not too much, in a world 
in which our military power is 
the chief stabilizing factor and for 
services which will total more 
than 1,500,000 officers and men). 

The third one ig a sticker—what 
to do when the services do not 
agree? A National Security Coun- 
cil, composed of the three service 
Secretaries and the Secretary of 
State, advised by the three Chiefs 
of Staff as a legally established 
body giving co-ordinated military 
advice to the government, has al- 
ready been suggested by the Navy.

There is now general 
agreement that this is essential. 

Second, it must preserve the 
autonomy of each of the three 
services sufficiently that each 
can protect its interests and feel 
that its point of view is getting 
a fair and unbiased presenta- 
tion—in planging, in administra- 
tion, and in the all-important 
question of budgets. 

Third, it must provide some 
means of reconciling differences 
between the three services and 
effecting needed economies, with- 
out endless discussion: that is, 
the service autonomy cannot be 
absolute, some of it must be 
yielded to the over-all necessity 
of getting on with the job with- 
in existing and future budgetary 
limitations. Theoretically, the 
President is supposed to recon- 
cile such differences. Actually 
he does not have time to famil- 
farize himself with the mass of 
detail which he must understand 
if he is to make wise decisions. 
This is one of the main argu- 
ments for a single department 
under a single secretary. 

Fourth, such a compromise 
should not be a mortgage on the 
future: that is, it should be 
flexible, it should embody the 
possibility of further change, as 
necessity may appear. 

How It Can Be Done. 

How can these four objective 
be accomplished? : 

The first is easy enough. Create 
a new Cabinet department, the 
Department of Air, with a new 
component of the armed forces, 


For this position, a man of the 
highest obtainable caliber is re- 
quired. The nation can afford to 
pay well for such a man: His 
salary should be not less than 
$25,000 per annum (cabinet mem- 
bers get $15,000), and he should 
be recognized as occupying a posi- 
tion superior to that of all Cab- 
inet officers, in his capacity as 
deputy to the President. 

Such a man would, .as he 
worked into the job, be able to 
settle nine-tenths of all the dif- 
ferences whith might come be- 
fore him; a few he might have to 
refer to the President, but in that 
case he would be able to boil 
down the details to the bare es- 
sentials, narrow the area of dif- 
ference to the vital point requir- 
ing Presidential decision, and thus 
enable the President to make his 
decision without undue loss of 
time, or undue strain. 

Finally, a compromise such as 
suggested would meet the fourth 
requirement of not prejudicing 
the future. It could be easily 
transformed intd a single depart- 
ment structure if further experi- 
ence shows that to be necessary. 
Whereas if we now merge the 
War ‘and Navy Departments, and 
experience shows that to be 
wrong, it will be difficult if not 
impossible to unscramble them— 
and tremendously expensive, 
Meanwhile, each service will be 
left with sufficient autonomy and 
sufficient direct access to the 
President and Congress to be able 
to feel that its freedom of action

WHITE SANDS, N.M., April 17

BUDAPEST, April 15 (delayed)

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The Mayor’s Income Tax Proposal 


Perhaps the municipal income tax proposed 
yesterday by Mayor Kaufmann will prove to 
be the only possible plan for meeting the city’s 
pressing financial needs. If that proves to be 
true, then the citizen will accept it with the 
best grace he can muster, realizing that the 
money will be used for services and payroll 
adjustments that are essential. 

But before the tax is enacted by the Aldermen, 
there should be the fullest possible hearing for 
the objections to it, and there should be the 
most thorough exploration of other methods for 
raising the necessary money, or saving at least 
part of its equivalent. 

There are many objections to such a tax as the 
Mayor proposes. They have been discussed at 
length on this page in the dozen or so years 
since the idea was first advanced in the re- 
curring and desperate search for more municipal 
revenue. 


Burden on Low Incomes 


For one thing, a tax on gross income, as dis- 
tinguished from net income, is open to serious 
question. On Sept. 14, 1934, we said of a plan 
like the present one: 

Objection to the sales tax is that it would 

- bear heavily upon the poor man, The same 
objection can be made to an income tax bill 
which would permit no exemptions or re- 
ductions, and would reach every wage-earner 
in the city, regardless of the smallness of 
his income and the size of his family. A man 
with a wife and seven children would be 
compelled to pay as much as a man with no 
family at all—assuming their incomes are 
equal. It is a settled principle of income 
taxation that the tax should be graduated. 

Under the bill, the man with an annual 

income of $100,000 would pay at the same 

rate as the laborer who gets $1000 a year. 

Federal and State income taxes are fair in 
permitting exemptions and operating on gradu- 
ated rates. If the city must have such a levy, 
why should it not at least limit it to the pro- 
portion of income taxed by the Federal or State 
government} 

Another objection is the effect such a tax 
may have on St. Louis business and industry. 
Civic organizations and the city for years have 
been fighting downtown blight and the trend to 
decentralization. Will not the imposing of a 
new city tax accelerate the trend of business to 
county areas? May it not stimulate. instead of 
retarding, the process Mr. Kaufmann fears in his 
warning that St. Louis will “gradually disinte- 
grate and waste away” unless more municipal 
revenue is provided? 


Triple Tax Unprecedented 


Two cities, Philadelphia and Toledo, already 
have local taxes on earnings, and the Mayor 
cites their favorable experience as an argument 
for his plan. However, neither Pennsylvania 
nor Ohio has a state income tax, and Missouri 
does have one. A triple tax on income is un- 
precedented in this country; surely this is a 
point to consider in weighing the proposal. 

The main reason that the Mayor of St. Louis 
should. be driven to propose such a decided de- 
parture from normal municipal taxing principles, 
to invade, as he admits, the province of the Fed- 
eral Government and the State, comes down 
from past history. It is a result of the hap- 
hazard and inequitable development of the city’s 
fiscal structure over the years, 

The Mayor notes with pride that St. Louis’s 
tax rate is second lowest among the large cities 
of the country. Then, since it is now inadequate, 
shouldn’t the rate be increased? But that remedy 
is not so simple, for St. Louis has reached the 
tax limit permitted under the Missouri Constitu- 
tion without approval of the voters. Even the 


obvious step of switching to the city rate the 
2-cent-per-$100 tax reduction recently made by 
the State, which would raise around $180,000 a 
year but leave total tax bills unchanged, cannot 
be taken without a referendum. 

A deep-seated defect is the inequitable nature 
of tax assessment in St. Louis. According to a 
Governmental Research Institute survey; assess- 
ments ranged from 28 to 447 per cent of the 
sale prices of property in 1940, before wartime 
inflation began, and from 29 to 318 per cent in 
1944. A scientific assessment system for St. 
Louis has long been urged by business men and 
civic groups, backed up by figures showing that 
a handsome increase in city revenue would result 
from equalization. “The Aldermen in 1932 passed 
an ordinance for installing such a system, but 
only slight piecemeal progress has been made. 

Citizens who question the earnings-tax pro- 
posal will ask why tax equalization, which might 
have averted its necessity, has never been 
achieved. 

They will ask why the city has never adopted 
the plan for self-insurance, although it has spent 
$956,498 on premiums in 40 years, with a return 
of only $64,319 from loss adjustments in that 
period. 


Possibilities for Savings 


They will ask why the Board of Aldermen re- 
jected the plan for turning the City Sanitarium 
over to the State, though this would mean a 
saving of $700,000 a year. 

They will ask what progress has been made 
in collecting delinquent taxes, which amounted 
to an enormous total at last report. 

These and other possibilities should be inves- 
tigated, and there is also the excellent point 
made by the Mayor as to the need for a plan 
whereby part of the large tax funds collected 
in St. Louis by the State will be returned to the 
city. This is a long-term undertaking, but it 
should have the energetic support of the city’s 
delegation in the Legislature. 

- There can be no denying the Mayor’s conten- 

tion that additional funds are needed. The pub- 
lic demands rubbish collection, as a major step 
in ending the rat menace. That belatedly in- 
stalled service will cost money, although there 
had been talk of assessing its cost against in- 
dividual citizens, as water bills are assessed. 
City employes deserve wage increases to meet 
the cost of living. They deserve a pension plan, 
if Congress fails to include them in the social 
security system. Pay increases for policemen are 
mandatory. : 

St. Louisans are willing to foot the bill for 
these necessities, and they will pay a third in- 
come tax without too much complaining if that 
is the only possible way to raise the revenue. 
But they will want to be shown that it IS the 
only possible way, and they will want convincing 
evidence that economies in city departments and 
reforms in city methods cannot bridge the gap. 


Time to Overhaul System 


Furthermore, St. Louisans will insist that the 
city’s sloppy financial housekeeping be set aright 
by adoption of an orderly, scientific system for 
raising revenue and spending it. The present 
method’s inadequacy is proved again by its fail- 
ure to meet the city’s needs, thus compelling the 
Mayor to propose the objectionable earnings tax 
as the mainstay of his financial program. 

Such a housecleaning will be difficult; {t ts 
much easier to slap on a new tax when the old 
methods prove insufficient, That has been the 
method in too many cities in past years. Now 
the time has come for a thorough overhauling of 
the St. Louis fiscal system, to bring it into line 
with the needs of the modern world. 


Partial Progress on Rats 


If the form of a rat control] plan means any- 
thing, then St. Louis is on its way toward a 
determined war on rats. But if execution of the 
plan is more important, then it is an open ques- 
tion how long this will remain a rat-riddled city. 


Bills introduced in the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday at Mayor Kaufmann’s behest would 
dress rat control in tailored legality. They 
would recognize the rat as a pest, which is fun- 
damental, and they would compel rat-free main- 
tenance of nearly all buildings except private 
dwellings. 


But why this exception from rat stoppage? 
Many private homes, especially in the slums, are 
highly hospitable to rats. Would they now be 
blessed with special privilege to support rats 
that threaten all of us? 

The essential virtue of the Mayor's plan is, 
however, its concentration of enforcement power 
in a single rat control agency. This not only 
puts power where power is needed, but it also 
places responsibility so that the public will know 
where to go for help, and whom to blame if 
help is not forthcoming. 

So the proposed ordinances look good. But 
so do 1080 pages of other ordinances in the City 
Code, and some of them are legalistic memories. 
The proof of an ordinance is its enforcement, 
and the proof of the Mayor’s rat control pro- 
gram would be its administration. That is just 
where the program appears weakest. 

The Mayor’s plan leaves rat control in the 
Health Division, under Dr. Bredeck, who may 
be a good man with a microscope but has never 
shown much interest in rats. He has, in the 
past, denied that rats were a problem, and de- 
nied that they were a health problem. What 
rat control work the city now has was forced 
upon him, and it has been an obvious failure. 


The Health Division has not made adequate 
rat control inspections. It has not carried out 
the sort of public educational campaign neces- 
sary to support anti-rodent work. In fact, it 
failed to co-operate with the city-wide citizens’ 
extermination program that was so briefly suc- 
cessful a few years ago. The Health Division 
‘never has attempted any area-wide attack on 
rats, but has worked piecemeal. 

In short, it has shown apathetic, incompetent 
leadership in solving the rat problem. It has 
not supplied specialized help for this specialized 
work. It has conducted a half-routine job, func- 
tioning largely when forced to in political self- 


defense.

advised to establish an agency capable of inde- 
pendent action by G. C. Oderkirk, rodent expert 
of the United States Fish and Wildlife Service, 
by officers of the National Pest Control Opera- 
tors’ Association, by the Mayor’s own citizens’ 
committee headed by Frank-©. Lawrence Jr. and 
by local welfare bodies ,which have to combat 


‘rats. 


This competent advice has been disregarded. 
The past record of the Health Division has been 
disregarded. The failure of rodent programs in 
other major cities has been disregarded. And 
the Riehl bills, which would have set up a sep- 
arate rat control agency, were disregarded for 
nearly a year. 


Yet, step by step, city officials have had to 
recognize the public demand for action against 
rats. They have incorporated, and even ex- 
panded, some of the content of the Riehl bills. 
So the administration program represents im- 
portant but partial progress. It might work, if 
the Health Division brought forth some hitherto 
hidden competency. 


Now the final shape of the city rat control 


program remains to be cut out in the Board of : 


Aldermen. But the final answer to any bill that 
is passed awaits a different test. That is, 
whether St. Louis has rats under control or is 
still a rat run a year from now,

Naval Rule of American Islands 

Harold L. Ickes has made more than a plea 
for his old Department of the Interior in putting 
forward the suggestion that the Pacific islands 
of American Samoa and Guam be placed under 
the jurisdiction of that department. At present, 
they are ruled by Navy commandants, whose 
authority is absolute. 


It is a particularly apt point in view of the 
current discussion regarding the future of bases 
captured from Japan in the Pacific. The Navy 
is more adept at strategy than at government. 
Too long it has ruled the islands of Guam and 
American Samoa as if they were the foredecks of 
American destroyers. 

Pacific peoples, who did not turn an entirely 
deaf ear to the “Asia for the Asiatics’” slogan of 
their late Japanese masters, will watch our ad- 
ministration of territories in the Pacific with 
carefully appraising eyes. We cannot afford to 
remain the only power in the Pacific which gov- 
erns with its Navy. Self-government should 
be given a chance to develop, and civilian ad- 


ministration certainly is the first step indicated.

Volunteer recruiting is impractical now because citizens know 
Army's shortcomings, editorial says; military reform is needed, but 
is long-term problem; immediate necessity is manpower; failure to 
extend inductions means turning our backs on global responsibilities.

To win the greatest war of all time, the 
United States raised a tremendous military 
establishment, To assure that the victory 
is consolidated, the United States must, for 
a considerable period, maintain a military 
establishment much larger than it hereto- 
fore ever has envisaged aga peacetime nec- 
essity. 

Failure to do so will be to turn our backs 
upon international commitments and re- 
sponsibilities; not only to invite but to beg 
for a recurrence of titanic world strife. 


It is therefore highly to be desired that 
the Senate shelve a proposal that the draft 
be suspended while voluntary enlistment is 
given a chance to show its ability to fill the 
Army’s thinning ranks, 


Among many, it will not be a popular de- 
cision. For still others, it will mean a strug- 
gle between the heart and the mind—with 
sentiment decrying what reason declares 
to be inescapable. But the fact stands that 
the big military machine is still vital to our 
and the whole world’s future peace. 


When Army Is Unattractive 


A purely voluntary system for obtaining 
mijitary personnel is certainly highly de- 
sirable, and there is bound to be a strong 
body of opinion urging that it be given suf- 
ficient trial to establish its practicality. Un- 
fortunately, however, we are in a postwar 
era, and of all times that is the one in 
which military service is likely to be least 
attractive. 

Today, filling a large Army entirely with 
volunteers is not merely a matter of coin- 
ing slogans, running off posters and sta- 


tioning in public places soldiers with re- 


cruiting brassards on their arms, Too 
many people know a great deal about the 
Army, and too many of them feel that not 
much of what they know is good. 
Millions of former soldiers are back in 
civilian life, and only a minor fraction of 
them have anything kind to say of life in 
uniform, Inevitably their opinions radiate 
and influence other millions. Even high- 
pressure recruiting methods are not likely 
to prevail against such a bloc of thought, 


Before it can be appealing to substantial 
numbers of young men, the Army will have 
to be largely recast—both in material mat- 
ters and attitudes. How great is the need 
for reform is at the moment best illustrated 
by a court-martial in London. Hearing the 
case of a Sergeant, the court chairman, a 
Colonel, ruled that the defense could not 
call a Major General as one of its wit- 
nesses. 


Semblance of Basic Reform 


A court whose rules permit its head to 
tell a defendant what witnesses he may and 
may not call to speak for him ought to be 
a pretty horrifying thing to any American. 
But that can happen at a court-martial. 
Obviously there are strong talking points 
against seeking a career with an organiza- 
tion that embraces an outlook so archaic 
as the one typified by the Colonel’s ruling. 


At least the semblance of basic reform 
has appeared with the convening of the 
investigating board headed by Gen. Doo- 
little, and there is great probability that in 
time the Army will be vastly more appeal- 
ing to the average young citizen. Incidental- 
ly, when that time comes, the taxpayers 
will have a much more functional institu- 
tion for their money. 


However, all this is not going to happen 
between now and May 15, when the present 
Selective Service law expires. For the pres- 
ent we must make do; we must get along 
with what we have and we must not over- 
look the fact that, whatever its shortcom- 
ings may be, a big Army is vital to us now 
and in the years just ahead. Criticism of 
the Army must be directed toward long- 
term reform and not injected as a factor in 
molding immediate policy. 


The only tenable immediate policy is a 
strong Army, and support of that policy is 
the only course open to the patriotic citizen. 
It will be best for the nation if its people 
accept the need for further drafting, and 
so encourage their representatives in Con- 
gress to face the stark fact of military 
necessity. 


Kagawa Praises the Mikado

A good many Christian denominational 
groups were disposed to defend Toyohiko 
Kagawa, the distinguished Japanese Chris- 
tian and co-operative leader so well known 
in this country, when he declined to resist 
the Japanese warlords’ imperialism. 

He didn’t stick his neck out much dur- 
ing the war or even when it was being 
planned, though he did disapprove many of 
the militarists’ policies, 

But since the surrender, he has been 
sticking his neck out a good deal to de- 
fend the Emperor system—not merely as 
an element of continuity for a badly shaken 
people, but for reasons remarkably like 
those which the militarists themselves con- 
cocted to justify their despotism! 

Here, for example, is some of Kagawa’s 
argument in the magazine Shinsei for last 
November: 

“As an expression of the eternal life of 
a state and also of the preservation of a 
pure social heredity, there exists nothing 
superior to Japan’s Imperial Family. ... 
The orderly progress that Japan has been 


able to make since the ‘Meiji Restoration 
(of the Emperors in 1868) is due entirely 
to our creative achievements through unity 
under the Imperial House,... 

“The masses are blind... . When the 
militarists lost their faculty to terminate 
the war and their selective judgment, the 
Imperial House alone was in a position to 
act by showing the people precisely where 
to stop. 

“I believe that in all the world only the 
Imperial House of Japan possesses this 
amazing divine power of selection... . 

“The sovereign in Japan can be regarded 
as an incarnation of social morality... .” 

Probably it isn’t fair to jump all over any 
Japanese for not sharing our deep republi- 
can distrust of their “divine’’ Emperor. 

But there is a wide variation of attitudes 
toward the Emperor by those who favor 
Keeping him—all the way from Bronze Age 
God-Emperor to British-style figurehead. 

And Kagawa especially surprises us. He 
turns out to be more imperialist even than 
the Emperor himself! _ 
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Angry, Challenging Book 
Urges Army-Navy Merger

“The Case Against the Admirals,” by William Brad. 
ford Hute. (KE. P, Dutton & Co., New York.) 


The subtitle of this book is “Why We 
Must Have a Unified Command,” and the 
contents suggest that the title represents 
primarily a catchy label. It is not a case 
against the Admirals, although Hule holds 
them responsible for a good many mistakes, 
including our lack of preparedness at Pear! 
Harbor. Most of the book is devoted to the 
Army; if a case is made, it is against the 
bungling and stupidity that seem to have 
been characteristic of some of our military 
leaders in the ‘30s and during the early 
stage the war. 

Hiile, in spite of much blustering, many 
snorts of anger and sneers of derision, 
liberally italicized, makes a few excellent 
points. He puts one of them this way: 

“During the war reform must wait until 
after the war. Immediately after the war, 
while the victory is being celebrated, to 
suggest reform is to be guilty of ingrati- 
tude and bad taste. And once we get com- 
fortable again—well,. it’s a big confusing 
problem, 80 we assign a commission to 
study it while we forget it. Why bother 
= the roof while the sun is shin- 
ng?”

The observation is not original, but {t fs 
one that bears repetition now when the 
problem of whether to consolidate the 
armed services is before Congress. It is 
unfortunate that Huie’s book is composed 
of so much nervous evangelism and so lit- 
tle cold analysis. 

The meat of Huie’s story is the develop- 
ment, against odds, of our Flying Fortress 
bombers; how this was obstructed by the 
Navy, jealous of the fleet, and by old- 
school ground Army men who failed to un- 
derstand the function of the airplane, and 
how military politics relegated to obscurity 
men with advanced ideas. Much of this 
material was obtained from Maj. Gen. Hugh

The long and discouraging fight by Knerr 
and a few others for even a minimum of 
funds with which to develop the superla- 
tive weapons our long-range bombers 
proved to be emphasizes this point, and it 


is disquieting.

When advance 
copies were sent out, Navy public relations 
hastened to compile a 24-page citation of 
errors. The publishers countered with the 
charge that the Navy was attempting to 
prejudice reviewers. The Navy undoubted. 
ly caught Huie in some factual mistakes, 
especially with regard to battle statistics, 
but he maintains the Navy didn’t refute 
his main theme,

While Secretary General Trygve 
Lie was wearing himself out try- 
ing to house his charges, the 
American President did not move. 
He could have settled the whole 
affair in two days. But his ad- 
visers construed the Second War 
Powers- Act as not permitting him 
to seize a satisfactory hotel or of- 
fice building that would tempor- 
arily have given satisfaction. 


Torrid Talk Expected. 


The whole Administration went 
limp. for some reason, it could 
not transfer (let us say to the 
Sperry factory at Lake Success, 
Long Island) those mushrooming 
American bureaus that had man- 
aged to get themselves located 
in the Empire State Building.

Small as it was, Geneva offered 
adequate living space for all. 

The country was indeed pro- 
vincial. But the new League build- 
ing offered the finest, best- 
planned facilities for work in all 
the world. Urban amusements 
were scarce. But you could swim 
or row or sail or navigate blue 
Lake Leman, look across at Mont 
Blanc, climb or ski among fine 
mountains, eat at some of the 
world’s best restaurants. And if 
the lure of the bright lights and 
the major political currents be- 
came irresistible, a few hours by 
plane would bring you to Paris 
or Brussels or even London. 

Compared with the Bronx or 
Queens, life in Geneva was 
heaven, Pressure to return is go- 
ing to be strong. 

Such a move would be harmful 
to the United Nations, For with- 
out unyielding American support, 
the new organization is likely to 
be torpedoed by aggressors or 
starved by world indifference, So 
long as the physical site of the 
organization is here, the American 
people are going to support it. 
So much has been demonstrated.

A Coal Strike Showdown Ahead 


T HE coal strike is not on Page 
John L, Lewis’s objective. 


The Mahatma of the _ coal 
miners has played hard-to-get 
before. He has been scowling and 
aloof, stubborn and unyielding. 
But every other time seems to 
have been no more than a re- 
hearsal for his present act. This 
time, John L. has shrouded him- 
self in imperial purple, disdaining 
such practical realities as the 
wage demand he may or may not 
ultimately make... 

One of Lewis's sweeping pro- 
posals is that the coal operators 
contribute to a health and wel- 
fare fund of the union. Those who 
have looked into this proposal be- 
lieve it would . illegal under the 
National Labor Relations Act. 
The Wagner Act forbids an em- 
ployer to “contribute financial or 
other support” to a union. 


A Badly Handled Crisis. 


No one in the Administration 
seems to have raised that point. 
In fact, the coal strike has been 
handled from the beginning, when 
it was only a cloud on the hori- 
zon, with a singular lack of cour- 
age and decisiveness. The theory 
apparently is that, so long as it 
isn’t on Page 1, spring is here 
and all's right with the world. 

There was a fairly clear course 
that might have been taken, be- 
ginning back in early March when 
the Lewis volcano began to send 
up smok®t. The President could 
have announced that 18% cents 
an hour was the ceiling on any 
increase to the miners. They were 
entitled to that and no more, 


Then he might have begun to/| 


prepare public opinion for the ef- 
fects of a coal strike. He might 
have shown how destructive such 
a strike could be in throttling re- 
conversion. He could have put the 
responsibility right where it be- 
longs. 


Lewis’s Course a Puzzle. 


That would at least have been 
preparation for warfare if it 
proved necessary to go to war. 
As it is, there seems to be no 
preparation for any course except 
finally to yield to the kind of 
bargain that will mean a major 
rise in the price of coal to com- 
pensate for a healthy rise in 
miners’ wages. 

Just what Lewis is up to has 
been the subject of much guess- 


1—not yet. Give it another week 


or two, with the steel industry gradually closing down, and it 
undoubtedly will make the big headlines. That apparently is 


anger is an act and how much 
of it is real, only Lewis knows. 
He has some reason to be angry. 
In the past, wage negotiations in 
coal have been a football in the 
higher politics of labor and the 
Roosevelt Administration. 

Most observers of the current 
contest believe Lewis intends to 
carry it through to the bitter end.

Now, in the third week of the 
coal strike, steel production is 
falling off. Between the steel 
strike and the Coal strike, the 
Carnegie-Illinois Corp.—one of the 
largest in the industry—got pro- 
duction in its Chicago plant up 
to full capacity. Last week it was 
down to 49 per cent, and the esti- 
mate for this week is 45 per cent. 


Drop in Steel Output. 


The peak, between the strikes, 
for the Pittsburgh plant of the 
same corporation, was 90.5 per 
cent, reached in the week ending 
April 6. It was 60 per cent last 
week and will be somewhat less 
this week, 

That is a barometer of what: is 
happening throughout the steel in- 
dustry. Some companies had 
larger coal inventories than oth- 
ers, and they will keep going for 
a longer time. 

But the end is in sight. Next 
week, if the coal strike is still in 
progress, the cuts in steel produc- 


| tion will be drastic. By the end of 


April, the industry will be operat- 
ing at less than half of capacity. 

This comes just as the snarls 
left over from the steel strike are 
being untangled. Carry-over strikes 
in the steel fabricating industry 
are being settled, so that today 
fewer than 20,000 steel workers 
are still on strike.

BETTER SCHOOL URGED 
10 STOP AREA BLIGHT 


Education Board Head Says 


Low Tax at Children’s Ex- 
pense Is Empty Honor. 


An improved public schoool sys- 
tem is indispensable in any plan 
to conquer blighted residential 
areas, Dr. Herbert O. Winterer, 
president of the Board of Educa- 
tion, said last night in a speech 
before the Retail Druggists’ As- 
sociation at Hotel Kings-Way, 

Pointing out the business of 
druggists and other retail mere 
chants is impaired when neighbor- 
hoods decline through removal of 
families seeking better schools, 
Dr. Winterer urged his audience 
$0 support the school board's plans 
to obtain more funds for needed 
improvements in facilities and 
curriculum, 

A deficit of $2,500,000 in school 

operating funds has been esti- 
mated for the ensuing five years 
on the basis of estimated revenue 
and expenditures, he said. 
The deficit would be nearer 
$8,000,000, he added, if the calcu- 
lations included wage and salary 
requests totaling $1,500,000, now 
before the board, and the cost of 
expanded kindergarten, teachers’ 
colleges, veterans’ training and 
audio-visual education programs 
recommended by Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey. 

He attributed the present pre- 

dicament of the schools to in- 
creased costs of supplies and sery- 
ices during the war while school 
tax revenue was frozen by the 
new Constitution at 89 cents on 
the $100 of assessed property 
value. The tax rate can be raised 
only if two-thirds of the voters 
at a special election approve the 
increase, he said. 
While the tax rate is lower thah 
that of any other school system in 
the vicinity, the distinction is an 
empty honor, he contended, if it 
is maintained at the expense of 
the city’s children.

U.N. COUNCIL MUST.

thé United Nations, to conditions 
under which they will have no 
chance of internal peace, of demo- 
cratic progress, or of economic 
gecurity ? 

"In the Province of Azerbaijan, 
fhe leaders of the Soviet-spon- 
sored party, the Tudeh, already 
are in control. The negotiations 
which Ahmed Qavam has agreed 
to undertake with them will con- 
firm this control. 

The inhabitants of this north- 
erm area are a mixture of Per- 
sians, Kurds and Armenians. They 
are a far more vigorous lot than 
their southern compatriots. They 
are entitled to relief from the 
corrupt and hopelessly inefficient 
kind of government which Tehran 
has hitherto given them. But can 
thé spontaneity or the validity of 
their demand for total autonomy 
be determined so long as they re- 
main under the exclusive domi- 
nation of the Soviet Union? 

If the United Nations is to fil! 
the purpose for which it was cre- 
ated these issues surely require 
the impartial and detailed in- 
vestigation sought by Col. Hodg- 
son. 

The Soviet Government is cor- 
rect in asserting that an agree- 
ment has been reached between 
Iran and the Soviet Union, and 
that the Government of Iran pro- 
fesses satisfaction with the ar- 
rangements made by the Soviet 
Union for the withdrawal of its 
troops. 

But the Government of Iran 
which conceded this agreement 
to the Soviet Union is devoid of 
parliamentary authority. Nor, in 
view of internal conditions in Iran, 
is there any likelihood that the 
new Parliament to be -elected on 
June 7, as stipulated in this agree- 
ment, will possess any truly rep- 
resentative capacity. 

The people of the United States 
must not forget that through the 
Declaration of Tehran their Gov- 
ernment is a party to a solemn 
commitment to the Persian people 
that the three major powers 
would, at the close of the war, 
preserve the independence and the 
territorial integrity of Iran. 

Secretary Byrnes is to be ap- 
plauded for his insistence that the 
question of Iran remain upon the 
agenda of the Council notwith- 
standing the protest of the Soviet 
Government. 

But unless the Council also 
deals with the other basic issues 
which have arisen in the Iranian 
controversy, and decides them in 
accordance with the principles 
upon which the United Nations

SWEDISH KING HAS INFLUENZA 


STOCKHOLM, April 17 (AP)— 
King Gustaf V of Sweden is suf- 
fering from influenza causing “a 
general weakening of vitality,” a 
medical bulletin said tonight. He 
is 88 years old. 

The bulletin read: “The King, 
who last week contracted an in- 
fluenza infection with fever, con- 
tinues to be bothered as a result 
of general weakening of vitality 
which requires the King to rest in 
peace and quiet at Drottningham 
Palace outside Stockholm.”

British, American and Dutch 
property, representing the major 
part of the oil industry, has been 
left in those hands, But under 
the armistice they must produce 
for reparations, and the prices 
fixed are now one third less than 
production costs. This means that 
Allied stockholders are paying 
part of Romanian reparations, at 
a minimum fate said to be $4,250,- 
000 yearly. The firms also cCom- 
plain that they are using up their 
known reserves, are not permitted 
to explore and war damage repair 
is being charged to them. : 

The situation has been fully and 
often brought to the Russians’ 
attention. 


Burden of Occupation. 


The armistice elsewhere has 
worked like a corrosive acid on 
the Romanian economy. Support 
of Soviet troops also means the 
inevitable direct seizure of. prop- 
erty, The Romanian official ga- 
zette said that 10 months of armi- 
stice expenditures, through June 
1945 amounted to $7,840,000,000 
worth of the economy effort. State 
expenses were some 600,000,000 lei, 
about $2,630,000 (prewar). The Rus- 
sians@did attempt an easing of 
requisitioning last December, but 
it now is done in the name of the 
Romanian army. 


One result has been increase of 
the national money issue to 909,- 
500,000,000 lei, almost four times 
the circulation at armistice time 
in September 1945. 

Demands also are heavy on the 
railroads, now at 84 per cent of 
the 1938 level, and on Communica- 
tions, leaving little of both for in- 
ternal use. ‘ 

But the greatest .effort is in the 
oil fields, whereby Romania must 
pay half the reparations, at an an- 
nual rate of $25,000,000 for six 
years. 

Economic Treaty. 


Russ'1 already has looked be- 
yond the peace treaties. A year 
ago it drew Romania into a 
“ruble area” treaty, with effects 
similar to ‘hose of the British 
“sterling area.” Under it Romania 
would conceivably sell only for 
Soviet rubles, forcing it to buy 
from Ri‘sia and permitting Rus- 
sia to use its credits abroad. But 
the plan is primarily to get fin- 
ished goods into a Russia that 
needs them badly. It also calls 
for direct barter. 

In return for finished goods, 
Romania will get “reconstruction 
and increase of production possi- 
bles,” through exchange of advice 
and materials in agriculture, in- 
dustry and transport. Banking 
companies with mixed money and 
direction have been formed— 
Sovromtransport, Sovrompetrol, 
Sovrombanc, Sovromlemn (wood) 
and TARS (air transpoyt). Neith- 
er American nor British allied 
control commission members 
knew of th agreement until it 
was signed. 

The Russian: seem also to be 
taking over the insurance com- 
panies, formerly mainly Swiss- 
owned. 

Meanwhile, the Groza govern- 
ment, Communist-controlled, has 
not succeeded in righting the 
country economically. Its land 
reform last sp-ing, for one thing, 
created confusion right at sowing 
time and limited the harvest. But 
since then it directed fall and 
spring (1946) plantings, and the 
Communists have begun to supply 
fo. and clothing to about one- 
third of the workers.

IVER can be one of the 
§ choicest of meats and one 

you'll be proud to serve your 
most sophisticated family or 
guests if it is cooked intelligently. 
This meat is a gland, not a muscle, 
It is, however, covered with a tough 
membrane and is shot through 
with tough tubes which are prin- 
cipally connective tissue that soft- 
ens up when exposed long enough 
to moist heat. But when the liver 
itself is cooked this long,: it no 
longer has its best flavor and tex- 
ture. It becomes dry, and grainy 
in texture and strong in flavor. So 
it is good reasoning to dispose of 
the skin and the tubes and then 
heat the liver just long enough to 
take away the raw red color. For 
liver that is sliced about half an 
inch thick, this will not require 
longer than 5 minutes over me- 
dium heat when panfrying. 

Also there is an advantage in 
using two skillets if possible—one 
to braise the vegetables in until 
they are almost tender and the 
other to panfry the liver. Then 
the liver may be lifted out of its 
drippings and the vegetables 
turned into them so they can 
quickly become seasoned and 
ready to serve with the liver. 
Prompt serving is as important as 
careful cooking. When you take 
out the tubes and remove the 
skin from the rim of each slice, 
you may at first feel you have 
pretty ragged slices. But don’t 
worry about that, press them to- 
gether in as neat shape as you 
can as soon as each slice is in the 
skillet. As quickly as the liver 
is hot through, it holds its shape 
so the holes close up to a point 
where they are almost inpercepti- 
ble. And even with a few appar- 
ent, the consumers will be s0 
pleased to have need of only a 
fork in cutting that they'll wel- 
come a few holes. 

Braised ,Liver. 

Three slices lean bacon, one 
pound liver, sliced; three table- 
spoons flour; one and one-fourth 
teaspoons salt; pepper; one cup 
thinly sliced carrots; one small 
onion, chopped; three-fourths cup 
thinly sliced celery; one-fourth 
cup water; one-half inch of bay 
leaf. 

Cut bacon into bits and panfry 
until transparent. Remove bacon 
and pour off all but three table- 
spoons of the fat. Dredge liver in 
the flour, seasoned with salt and 
pepper. Brown quickly on both 
sides in the hot bacon fat. Re- 
duce heat and add remaining in- 
gredients. Cover and simmer for 
20 to 25 minutes until vegetables 
are tender. Serve immediately, 
sprinkled with bacon bits. Four 
servings.

THERE WAS a most interest- 
ing article in the paper this morn- 
ing on the difference in thinking, 
which had emerged in the Secur- 
ity Council discussions of the Ira- 
nian question, between ourselves 
and certain other groups on the 
one side and the Russian dele- 
gate on the other. No one doubts 
the sincerity of the Russian point 
of view, the article points out, and 
therefore it is baffling to contem- 
plate the future, becayse with two 
equally sincere points of view be- 
ing expressed, there is little 
chance of either being modified. 

Fundamentally, the Russians 
Beem to feel that agreement in 
the Security Council should be 
reached only among the great na- 
tions, since they are the ones who 
provide men and material for war. 
The other nations, instead of hav- 
ing a voice in the agreements and 


being counted in the vote, would 
be there to carry out such poli- 
cies as the great nations agreed 
upon. 


. . ° 

THIS IS CONTRARY, of course, 
to our whole idea of majority 
participation and the rights of 
small nations to share alike with 
big nations in the decisions on 
questions of importance which do 
not actually lead to punitive ac- 
tion. A good many people think 
that, even in cases where punitive 
action is undertaken, the _ veto 
power should be done away with 
in order to insure a wider ex- 
pression of the majority point of 
view. For the time being, how- 
ever, that idea has been set aside, 

The pattern set in our Consti- 
tution, where each state, large or 
small, has two representatives in 
the Senate and therefore equal 
power in that body, was apparently 
followed in setting up the charter 
of the United Nations. This is a 
very fundamental question and 
will undoubtedly have to be re- 
solved before much real under- 
standing can take place between

EARING a! child from birth 
R tnrougn adolescence is a 24- 

hour round-the-year job and 
anybody who thinks it an easy 
one is very much mistaken. The 
child who never gave his parents 
trouble of some sore is yet to be 
born. Most parents get on well 
with the children while they are 
children and behave in childish 
ways. The real difficulty begins 
when the. children are  half- 
fledged, the adolescent period. 

At this time the children both 
boys and girls are a bit unbal- 
anced. It is as though they had 
one long sturdy leg and one short 
wobbly one. They waver between 
childhood and maturity. Some- 
times they behave with adult dis- 
cretion and the next moment re- 
lapse into childishness, tears and 
complaints and even threats. 
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THERE IS ono royal road 
through this period. The children 
suffer and their parents suffer 
with them. If during their child- 
hood, the children have been kept 
close to their parents by affec- 
tionate understanding that ripened 
with the years, the struggle is not 
so painful, the suffering not so 
prolonged, nor so keen. 

But, if the parents have been 
occupied with other interests, if 
they allowed the children’s inter- 
ests to take second place, there 
will be division, tension and dis- 
cord, The parents suddenly dis- 
cover that things are not going 
well with the half-grown children, 
that they have scant influence 
over them, and that other people 
have taken their places in the af- 
fection of the children, 
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IT IS in such situations that 
neighborly kindness, neighborly 
sympathy is demanded. When a 
neighbor’s child takes his place in 
your family, becomes the daily 
companion of your son or daugh- 
ter, step carefully. Study the new- 
comer, try to make him happy and 
at ease, and at the same time say 
nothing and do nothing that will 
pull the child away from his home.

G cr Toronto at the University 
of Toronto lost their opportun- 
ity to get what probably would 
have been the most decorative 
instructor in the history of that 
hallowed hall of learning when 
Judith.

North should have responded to 
the opening bid with one heart, 
not one no trump, but this didn’t 
affect the final contract, 

West opened the heart eight. 
Declarer, having looked at the J-9 
in dummy and the 10-7 in his own 
hand, concluded (erroneously) that 
all the hearts at his disposal were 
“equals,” hence permitted himself 
the luxury of covering West's 
eight with dummy’s nine, East 
won and returned the club king. 
Declarer won and laid down his 
three top spades, then led his 
heart 10 and passed it to East— 
this play would at least set up the 
ace and jack for discards. Un- 
fortunately for the North-South 
cause, the discards were worth 
less. East won the heart trick, 
cashed the club queen and led a 
third club. West won and shifted 
to a diamond, and though de 
clarer could discard two diamonds 
on dummy’s hearts, this did not 
save him from conceding the fatal 
trick, 

It was declarer’s silly gesture at 
the very first trick—covering 
West's heart eight with dummy’s 
nine — that made him lose his 
sound contract. The proper play 
was to put on dummy’s five spot. 
East would win and shift to clubs, 
but now declarer would have clear 
sailing. He would win with the 
ace, draw the outstanding trumps, 
then lead his remaining heart to 
the ace. Now the J-9 of hearts 
would still be in dummy and it 
would be a simple matter to lead 
one of these cards through East, 
who was marked with the out- 
standing heart honor. If East cov- 
ered, declarer would ruff, then 
concede two clubs and a diamond, 
and eventually claim the heart 
jack for the fulfilling trick.
